Some people may have difficulty 
finding a donor when they urgently 
need a kidney transplant, but Louie 
Becerra of Granite City had six donors 
lined up before it was known for certain 
the surgical procedure was necessary. 

Louie, 48, is one of seven Becerra 
brothers who grew up in Granite City. 
Although two now live in other states, 
the close family relationship remains 
firm today. 

He haaecwent the transplant Wed- 
nesday morning at Barnes Hospital, St. 
Louis. 

On Thursday, he was out of the in- 
tensive care unit and the new kidney 
was functioning adequately. 

It had not been rejected by his body, a 
condition“ that often occurs in the 
transplantation of organs. 

The brother donating one of his two 
healthy kidneys is Alphonzo Becerra, 
40, He is in a room not far away from 
Louie's hospital bed. 

Alphonzo told family members 
Thursday that he ‘‘feels really good,” 
with few after-effects from the delicate 
surgery, a procedure that can be 
equally as hard on the donor as on the 
recipient, it was learned. 

He is expected to remain a patient for 
the next week. 

Louie Becerra will be hospitalized 
from three to five weeks. 

Prior to the operation, the brothers 
discussed Louie’s problem, some via 
telephone calls. All were willing to 
donate a kidney to their ailing brother. 

It was discovered that two of the 
brothers probably would not make 
suitable donors, due to past medical 
problems. 

Eventually, Alphonzo’s offer was 
accepted by the brothers and 
arrangements for the operation were 
made. 

Dr. Charles B. Anderson of 
Washington University’s Department 
of Surgery performed the surgery to 
remove Alphonzo’s kidney. His partner, 
Dr. Gregorio A, Sicard, placed the 
healthy organ inside the donor’s 

ther, Louis. 

Mth men are patients on the sixth 
floor at Barnes Hospital, with Alphonzo 
in Room 6239. 

Louie had been in ill health for about 
one year. 

A dialysis machine was unable to be 
used to alleviate his condition because 
of another medical problem, and it was 
determined about a month ago that a 
kidney transplant would be necessary. 

The family conference ensued and 
Alphonzo was the brother selected to 
donate 4 kidney, if acceptable. 

Louis is employed as a wirewinder at 
NL Industries. He has been off work for

Legislation to reform the 
state’s jury selection process 


~has been introduced by State 


Rep. Everett G. Steele (R- 
Glen Carbon). The measure 
would broaden the selection 
process by combining the 
use of registered voter lists 
with a list of persons over 19 
years of age holding driver’s 
licenses, 

“Currently, jurors are 
selected only from 
registered voter lists,”’ Rep. 
Steele noted. 

“This antiquated and 


» biased’ system is restrictive 


and has been proven to 


“actually discourage citizens 


from registering to vote. 
Under HB 1276, a broader 
jury composition would 
result by selecting those 
persons over 18 and holding a 
driver’s license with those 
from a list of registered 
voters.” 

Steele commented that the 
current jury selection 
process “both disinterests 
and discourages citizens 
from becoming registered 
voters and exercising their 
voting rights because of fear 
of serving on a jury. 

“My bill would not only 
broaden the pool from which 
jurors are selected, but also 
remove the barrier of

reluctance that prevents 
rffany citizens from 
istering. 

‘By climindting voter lists 
as the sole’ criteria for 
selecting juries, a fairer, 
wider range-of jurors can 
then be assembled.” 

Steele said only 17 of the 50 
states presently use the 
system currently used in 
Illinois. 

“Research concerning 
jury composition reveals 
that these 17 states have 
lower numbers of registered 
voters than thdse states that 
use! other |types of jury 
gelection procedures,’’ he 
said. 

“The National Conference 


for Uniform State Laws has 
also determined that the 
most fair and equitable 
judicial system is one which 
encompasses a wide variety 
of jurors from our society’s 
spectrum. In addition, by 
using a larger number of 
possible jurors, a person’s 
actual chance of serving 
would be reduced. 

“T believe my legislation 
will induce those non- 
registered voters, who have, 
held previous fears of ser- 
ving on a jury, to exercise 
their right to vote. It will also 
provide for wider, more, 
representative jury 
makeup.”

eee By MONROE LERNER 
+ Perhaps ‘humanity’s greatest achievement in the 
‘endless quest to’ control naturé is our success in 
‘yéducing mortality’ and’ increasing the average 
duration of our lifetimes. 


‘This 
‘society in the  mid-17th century and, for the entire 
World, in the second one-third of the 20th, when a 
substantial proportion of the world’s population began 
to live well beyond the economically productive years 
and to enjoy many years of retirement. 

These gains in longevity, however, have not been 
uniform for all/elements of our population. 

In the United States, for example, whites have 
benefited more than nonwhites, women more than 
men, suburbanites more than the urban poor. 

Nevertheless, the striking ‘changes in the average 
age at which people die and in the causes of their 
deaths have profound implications for our society. 

LONGER LIFE. 

Life expectancy has increased in the Western world 
at an accelerating rate throughout its histproy. 
Prehistoric people lived, on the average, only about 18 
years. | 

With the rike of Early civilizations and improved 
living conditions, longevity reached perhaps 20 years 
in Ancient Greece. 

The average life expectancy was about 33 years in 
England’ during the later Middle Ages, and by 1900 it 
had reached) slightly more) than 47 years in the 
northeastern United States. 

Life expectancy increased at a still faster pace 
during the 20th ceritury — particularly between 1937 
and 1945 with the discovery of sulfa drugs and 
penicillin — reaching almost 73 years in 1977. 

‘These figures do not, of course, mean that no one 
lived beyond the age of 20 in the days of Socrates — 
Socrates himself was about 70 when he was sentenced 
to death and took his own life. 

‘A petson who survived the diseases of childhood 
might expect:to live into his or her fifties or sixties. But 
high death rates in infancy and early childhood 

in low average lifetimes. 

What; these figures do mean is that an increasing 
number of people are living longer lives, and the aged 
thus form an ever-larger [proportion of our total 

tion. , 

Those over 65 years of age now constitute about 11 
percent of our population. If life expectancy continues 
to increase, there will be relatively fewer people of 
working age to provide funds for the increased social 
security, institutionalization, and health care costs of 
the aged. 

DECLINING MORTALITY RATE. 

Paralleling the increase in life expectancy, the 
mortality rate — the number of deaths per 1,000 
population — declined sharply. In 1900 it was 17.2, but 
by 1977 it reached’a low point of 8.7, nearly half the 
earlier rate. 

However, even this understates the ‘‘true”’ decline 
because the lder population, for whom death is more 
likely, has increased relative to the total. “Adjusted” 
for age, mortality declined by about 65 percent during 
the 20th century. 

By age, mortality is relatively high during infancy, 
drops to a low at ages 5-44, and then peaks at the upper 
ages. Between 1900 and today, the largest RELATIVE 
declines occurred during infancy and childhood. The 
declines at the older ages were also very substantial.

death in 1900. These diseases often struck hardest at 
the young. 

Today only influenza and pneumonia, occurring 
mainly among the aged, are still leading causes, while 
heart disease, cancer and 

occurring later in life, 

communicable diseases in causing death: Together 
these four illnesses now account for 70 percent of all 
deaths. 

‘Because these degenerative diseases so often require 
extended medical supervision, dying occurs. more 
frequently today.in a hospital, nursing home, or other. 
institutional, than: formerly. Ther rtion of 
deaths occurring increased rapidly the 
1940s and 1950s, and it may be as much as two-thirds of 
all deaths today. 

‘This shift in the place of death has, on the one hand, 
relieved the amily of what was often a crushing 
personal burden of caring for many years for the 
terminally ill. On the other hand, institutional care has 
imposed new, often overwhelming emotional and 
financial burdens. 

THE INEQUALITY OF DEATH. 

Mortality rates have not been the same for all groups 
in our population, however. ‘Today, even more than in 
1900, mortality and survivorship are substantially 
more favorable for women than for men; women now 
outlive men on the average 7.75 years. Very recently, 
however, the widening of this sex differential has 
halted, although perhaps only mememtarily. 

‘The lower mortality of women in the adult years 
results in female predominance among the aged. 
Women today outnumber men by 43 percent after age 
65, 69 percent after 75, and 102 percent after 8. 

Widows are numerous, widowers relatively rare. As 
a consequence, many of our elderly face emotional and 
financial insecurity in our couple-oriented society. 

Mortality and survivorship ‘also differ substantially 
with race, again a difference that has persisted 
throughout the century. Whites live on the average 5.2 
years longer than nonwhites. 

‘This inequality in mortality rates is greatest during 
infancy and early life and again at ages 25-44, when a 
nonwhite is twice as likely to die as a white. The 
difference tapers off during mid-life to the point where 
nonwhites actually enjoy a lower rate of mortality than 
whites after age 75. 

‘The death rate for nonwhites is higher for all major 
causes of death, but especially for hypertension, 
cerebrovascular diseases, kidney diseases, and 
homicide; however, nonwhites have a lower suicide 
rate. 

Certain socio-economic groups’ in this country also 
suffer from higher mortality rates than others. The 
United States is considered here as consisting of three 
major groups with unique life: styles: a white-collar 
middle class, blue-collar workers, and the poor. 

The middle class generally lives in suburbs and the 
better areas of cities. Most blue-collar workers — those 
in mass production and service industries — live in 
cities; in addition, because they generally resemble 
them in life style, lower-level salespeople and clerks, 
as well as small farmers, rural nonfarm people, and 
small-towners are included here with blue-collar. 
Finally, the poor include many in both large city 
ghettoes and rural areas. 

Studies of mortality in Maryland, a state much like 
the country as a whole, show that suburbanites and 
Balitmore’s middle class, as well as its blue-collar 
workers and even the rural poor, have substantially 
lower mortality than the urban poor, from infancy to 
old age. 

The high mortality for the urban poor is a continuing 
challenge to medicine, even though it may result in 
part from non-medical factors — low living standards, 
poor environmental quality, and lack of access to 
medical care and poor medical histories in the past. 

The rural poor have lower mortality than their 
income alone suggests. While not as healthy as 
suburbanities and the urban middle class, their 
mortality is lower than the urban poor and blue-collar 
workers. This is true for whites considered separately; 
for nonwhites, however, mortality for the rural poor is 
close to that of their urban poor. 

Overall, the improvements in mortality in the United 
States over the last 10 years, especially from heart

Rainy weather 
delays gardens

Continued wet, cold 
weather has delayed the 
working and planting of most 
early gardens. There is not 
much gardeners can do other 
than wait for warmer and 
drier conditions. 

It seldom pays to ‘‘mud” 
crops in, and there is still 
ample time for all crops to be 
planted. 

The rule-of-thumb method 
of determining proper soil 
moisture for gardening still 
holds. This is to make a ball 
of soil in the palm of the 
hand, and then break the ball 
with your thumb. 

If the soil ball crumbles, go 
to work; if it stays together 
as a mud ball, wait a few 
more days.

He's from the ‘old school’

GRANITE CITY — Bob 
Stegemeier, coach of the 
Granite City North Steeler 
baseball team, Iooks like a 
baseball coach. 

That may not be the hot- 
test news ever reported, but 
more than wearing a 
baseball uniform and 
standing beside third base 
when his team is at bat, 
Stegemeier embodies much 

* of the tradition and the at- 
titudes that are a part of 
baseball like no other sport. 

With his short-cropped 
blond hair and a plug of 
chewing tobacco buldging 
under his cheek, he looks like 
a prize pupil of the old 
school. 

In fact, Stegemeier is the 
first to admit he is a 
traditionalist. ‘I believe in 
the old school of baseball,”’ 
he said. ‘‘We try to bunt and 
run, and be fundamentally 
sound.,’’ 

‘To accomplish these ends 
Stegemeier attempts to 
teach his players using a 
calm approach. But he said 
that he doesn’t always 
remain. placid. 

“You could characterize 
me as a Jekyll and Hyde,” he 
said. ‘I try to stay low key 
most of the time. And I think 
I'm mellowing with age.” 

“T think I’m understanding 
young kids more. I think you 
probably accomplish more if 
you stay calm.” 
| Stegemeier is assisted by 
Jack Parker. Stegemeier 

\Played both against and with 
Parker and believes that 
both share the same ideas 
about the game. 

“J really have to give him 
‘a lot of credit,” Stegemeier 
said. “He played 
professional ball and his 
brother Harry Parker pit- 
ched for the Cardinals, so he 
knows the game. Between

at local banks 


State Treasurer Jerry 
Cosentino has announced 
that his office will be 
allocating a total of $376.8 
million in state deposits to 
879 banks in Illinois this 
»month. 

Average interest yield in 
the competitive bidding for 
these deposits was just over 
9,88 percent, the highest in 
history, Cosentino reported. 

For the first time, the state 
treasurer offered state 
banks the option of bidding 
for deposits of either six 
months or one year on April 


1. 

Cosentino said he heeded 
the advice of professionals in 
offering the six-month- 
deposit option in order to 
maintain geographical 
distribution- of funds and 
continued participation by 
many Downstate banks. 

A total of 280 banks chose 
to bid for six months. Their 
average interest bid was 
9.883 percent. First Granite 
City National Bank obtained 
$515,000 and the Granite City 
Trust and Savings Bank, 
$350,000. 

Of the 599 banks par- 
ticipating is up by 57 from 
the basic deposit allocations 
of a year ago. 

Cosentino said the year- 
ago bid on $351 million one- 
year deposits was 7.4 per- 
cent. In the October 
allocation of funds in the 
Community Service 
Program, the average in- 
terest climbed over 8.5 
percent — the first time the 
average yield on a fund 
allocation went over 8 
percent since 1974. 

After peaking at 8.240 
percent with the Sept. 1, 1974, 
allocation, interest rates 
paid on state deposits slipped 
as low as 5.617 percent ih 
April 1977.

reasons. 

Physical and dental 
examinations are also 
required before attendance 
in kindergarten may begin. 
These forms are distributed 
to parents at the time of 
registration so that ap- 
pointments for the exams 
can be arranged during the 
summer. 

School nurses will be 
available at the time of 
registration to explain health 
regulations to parents.
